a first display device having a display screen; 

a second display device having a display screen smaller/fctan the first display 
device; and 

a supporting mechanism which is mountable on anoutside portion of the first 
display device, and supports the second display devicyrotatably about a first axis 
and a second axis intersecting the first axis, / 

wherein the first axis is parallel with a horizontal direction of the display 
screen of the first display device, and the second axis is parallel with a vertical 
direction of the display screen of the first displace vice, and

than that of the auxiliary display device, and supports the first support member,

18. (Previously presented) A monitor supporter according to claim 17, 
wherein the first axis is parallel with a^orizontal direction of the display screen of 
the display screen of the mother displafr device, and the second axis is parallel with 
a vertical direction of the display screen of the mother display device. 

19. (Previously presented) A monitor supporter according to claim 17, 
wherein the second support member is detachably mountable on the mother display 
device.
